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This chapter describes how to use, purchase, and care for CDs; how to 
take care of your drive; and how to find out its drive letter. 



Using CDs 

Inserting a CD 



1. Press theeject button on the CD-Writer Plus front panel. 

2. SettheCD in thetray with the labeled sideup. 
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Using CDs 



3. Press the eject button again or push gently on the front of the tray to 
shut the tray. 

When you access the CD-Writer Plus drive from within a program, you 
should beableto read thefileson theinserted CD. If you have problems: 

■ TheCD may bein thetray upside-down ora little off-center; try 
reinserting the CD. The label should be facing up. 

■ After inserting a CD, you need to wait a moment to let the CD-Writer 
Plus drive read the disc information (wait until the light on the front 
of the drive stops flashing and stays green), then click on the CD- 
Writer Plus drive's icon again. 

■ Are you trying to read from a blank recordable CD? Try again after 
copying some information to the CD. 



Removing a CD 

1. Press the eject button on theCD-Writer Plusfront panel. 

2. Remove the CD from thetray. 

3. Press the eject button again or push gently on the front of thetray to 
shut the front panel. 



Choosing CDs for Your CD-Writer 

For best results, use Hewlett-Packard CD-RW (Rewritable) or CD-R 
(Recordable or write-once) media, available from your local vendor. 

When to Use CD-RW 

Ideas for using CD-RW (Rewritable) discs which can only be used in CD- 
ReWritable drives or newer MultiRead CD-ROMs: 

■ Use as if it were a large-capacity floppy disk 

■ Copy your important files each week 

■ Free up disk space on your hard drive 

■ Transport files to and from work/home 

■ Create personalized presentations

CD Care and Other Tips 

■ Protect recording surfaces from scratches, fingerprints, and dirt. 

■ Hold CDs by the outer edge or by the center hole. 

■ You can clean a CD with a soft, dry cloth. Commercial CD cleaner or 
ethyl alcohol can also be used 

■ Write by hand only on the "white" premarked label side using an oil 
based felt tip marker. Do not usea ballpoint pen. 

■ Do not leavea CD in direct sunlight or in a hot, humid location. 

■ If you losepower whilewritingtoyourCD (theCD-Writer Plusdrive's 
red light is on) OR if you exit an application or press CTRL-ALT-DEL

while writing to CD, you may be able to salvage your CD, but ONLY if 
you: 

1. LEAVE YOUR CD IN THE DRIVE, DO NOTOPEN THE CD TRAY 

2. Turn your machine off 

3. Turn it back on

Oncetheapplication tries to access the CD-Writer Plus drive, the 
recovery operation will make it appear that the last session is there. 
However, in reality, only a part of the CD's directory may be there. Your 
recordable CD is still usable if you can read the directory. Repeat the 
entire copy operation to make sure that your files are copied to the 
recordable or Rewritable CD. 

■ Do not mix audio and data files on thesameCD, since they require 
different formats, unless you are creating Mixed Mode or CD-Extra 
CDs.

Maintenance 

The CD-Writer Plus drive requires no maintenance or cleaning. If you 
simply keep your CDs clean, you will prevent most problems. 



CAUTION: DO NOT use the CD-ROM cleaning CDs that rely on a small brush 
to sweep dirt off the laser. DO NOT use high-pressure air to clean the inside of 
the drive. These cleaning techniques will da mage the CD -W riter Plus drive. 



Identifying CD-Writer Plus's Drive Letter 

Not sure which drive letter was assigned to the CD-Writer Plus 
drive? 

The CD-Writer Plus drive has a drive icon just like a CD-ROM drive icon. 
You can determine which icon isyour CD-ROM drive and which icon is 
your CD-Writer PI us drive by double-clicking on the My Computer icon, 
right-clicking on the CD drive icon, and selecting Eject.

Problem Solving 



Read this section if you run into trouble with your CD-Writer Plus drive. 
If after reviewing the section you need further assistance, call the phone

Having this 
information ready will greatly facilitate your call. 



Things to Try First 

■ Does your computer meet the minimum system requirements 
(see"Minimum System Requirements" on pageA-1 )? 

■ Makesureyour computer and CD-Writer Plus drive are plugged in 
and that each device attached to your computer is turned on. 

■ Turn off the computer's power, unplug the CD-Writer Plus drive, and 
wait 20 seconds.

■ Disconnect all the cables and then reconnect them. Sometimes just 
recon n ecti n g a cabl e al i gns it correctly or adj usts th e pi n con n ecti on s, 
fixing a faulty connection. (Check for bent pins on the connectors 
and straighten them.) 

■ Make sure that you are using the right type of CD. See "Choosing CDs 
for Your CD-Writer" on page 2-2. 

■ Try the operation with a different CD. 

■ Check the list of known compatibility problems (page 3-7) and in the 
Readme file.

■ If your compute" has a power-management feature, disable it (seethe 
manual that came with your computer).

Audio sounds poor 

■ If your printer is attached to the CD-Writer Plus drive, printing 
documents while playing audio CDs will yield unpredictable results 
and is not a supported CD-Writer PI us drive function. This is because 
the printer and CD-Writer Plus drive are sharing the same data cable. 

■ Make sure the audio connectors are completely plugged in to theback 
of the CD-Writer Plusdriveand the LINE IN connector of the sound 
card on the back of the computer. (Your sound board may be labeled 
differently.) 

■ Verify that you do not have a sound-muting feature turned on, by 
way of the monitor or software. 

■ Check the sound coming from the CD-Writer Plus drive by plugging 
earphones or speakers to the audio connector on the front of the CD- 
Writer Plus drive. If the sound quality is good, the problem is 
probably with the sound board, speakers, or audio cable. Refer to the 
documentation that came with your sound board and speakers for 
help. If you are not already doing so, try using the audio cable that 
came with the CD-Writer Plus drive. 

■ Try listening to the wave files on your hard drive to see if they 
sounded poor before copying them to CD. (You can use the Media 
Player program found under Multimedia in Windows' Accessories.) 
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Common Symptoms and Solutions 



Video is choppy 

Thiscan be caused by the same situations that cause buffer underruns. 
This can also happen if your video card is slow. Try the following: 

■ Try the solutions for buffer underruns (page 3-4). 

■ Reduce the size of the video window and close any other programs 
that are running. 

■ If the previous suggestions don't work you may want to consider 
upgrading your video card. 

Buffer underrun error messages 

CD recordable devices require an uninterrupted data stream from the 
hard drive in order to write successfully to a CD. A buffer underrun 
message appears when for some reason the data stream is interrupted. 
Thiscan occur, for example, if another application interrupts the writing 
process, or if the CD-Writer PI us drive's write speed issettoo high for the 
speed at which the hard drive can accesses and transfer data. 

When using Easy-CD Creator or CD Copier: 

■ Makesureyou use theTest option in the software to en sure that the 
write speed is appropriate for your computer. For more information 
see the application's online help. 

■ Make sure your system meets the minimum system requirements 
(page A-l). 

■ Buffer underrun may be caused by hard drive compression software 
(page 3-7). 

■ NEVER write to the recordable CD while other applications are 
running that could interruptthewriting-to-CD process. Logoff any 
networks, disable any fax modem, email, screen saver, or other 
programs (such asTSRs, terminate-and-stay-resident programs) that 
may automatically send messages to your computer while writing 
data to the CD. If the interruption is long enough, you could ruin a 
write-once CD to which you are writing. 

■ Exit any other programs while writing data to the CD. 

■ If your computer has a power-management feature, disable it (seethe 
manual that came with your computer). 



Run SCANDISK.EXE and DEFRAG.EXE periodically on your hard 
drive (see your Windows manual for more information). These 
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programs improve access times to the hard drive, which will help 
improve system performance while writing to and reading from the 
CD-Writer Plus drive. 

■ A small number of older hard drives are designed with a built-in 
interrupt loop that may cause a buffer underrun. If you are unable to 
resolve buffer underruns by any other means, contact your hard drive 
manufacturer to find out if this is the case for your hard drive. 

Buffer underruns could also be caused by an unsupported parallel port 
(standard modeSPP). See "Minimum System Requirements" on pageA- 
1. Try the following: 

■ Write data to the CD at lx speed if you are given the choice within 
the software. 

■ Disable any printer status monitor software (page 3-7). 

■ Change the parallel port settings to EPP or ECP in CMOS, if your 
computer can support thechange. Seethe manual that came with 
your computer to find out how. 

■ If the previous suggestions don't work you may want to consider 
installing a new EPP or ECP parallel port card. 

Unableto read a second session reading from a CD-ROM drive 

■ Eject the CD and reinsert it. 

■ Refresh thescreen. Select the My Computer icon in Windows 
Explorer and press F5. 

■ CD-RW (Rewritable) discscan only be used in CD-ReWritable drives 
or newer Multi Read CD-ROMs. 

■ If you are trying to read your CD from W indows 3.x: Multi-session CDs 
created with Direct CD cannot be read in DOS or Windows 3.x. If 
your multi-session CD was created using some other program, verify 
that you are using version 2.23 of the MSCDEX.EXE file. First, restart 
your computer and when you see "Starting MSDOS..." appear on 
your monitor, press F8. Each line in your CON FIG. SYS and 
AUTOEXEC.BAT file will load one at a time. Press "Y" until you see a 
line containing "MSCDEX.EXE". Then press "Y" and theversion 
number of your MSCDEX file will display. The number must be 2.23 
or greater. Call Microsoft for an updated file if you need it. 

■ See if the CD-Writer Plus drive or other CD-ROM drives can read the 
CD. If so, the problem is probably with the CD-ROM drive. Contact 
the manufacturer of this drive for updated drivers.

Applications cannot find your CD in the CD-Writer Plus drive 

Some programs (CD-ROM games, etc.) look only for the first logical drive 
letter assigned to a CD-ROM drive or CD-Writer Plus drive. For example, 
if your CD-ROM drive is assigned drive D:\ and the CD-Writer Plus drive 
is assigned drive E:\, the program is looking for the CD only in drive D:\ 
and will not see the CD in drive E:\ . If you want to use the CD-Writer 
Plusdrivefor these types of programs, reassign the drive letters, making 
the CD-Writer Plus drive come before the CD-ROM drive, as follows: 

■ In W indows 95 or W indows 98, display the Device Manager and 
double-click on CDROM. Double-click on the CD-ROM drive, and 
then click on the Settings tab. Under Reserved driveletters, select the 
drive letter after the existing letter (for both start and end drive letter) 
and click on OK. Then double-click on the CD-Writer Plus drive, and 
then click on the Settings tab. Under Reserved driveletters, select the 
drive letter before the current one and click on OK. 

■ In W indows NT, click on Start/Programs/ Administrative 
Tools(common). Choose Disk Administrator. Right-click on the 
drive letter you wish to change. Select Assign Drive Letter. Change 
the drive letter.

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Hard Drive Compression Software

SHARSHTL.SYS (printer driver support file) 

These files will be copied from SoftwareDisc 1 during installation and 
located in the\WINNT\ SYSTEM 32\ DRIVERS\ directory. 



Chapter 4: 
Sharing Your CDs 



How you write your data to CD and thetypeof CDs that you use will 
determine who else can read the data from your discs. This chapter 
briefly explains some of the options you havein creating CDs that can be 
shared with others using different computer and CD setups. 

Varying Formats 

CD technology has progressed rapidly over the last few years from CD- 
ROM to writableCD, and on to thetechnology you now own in your 
rewritable CD-Writer Plus. One of the results of these developments is 
that data can be written in several formats and on different types of CDs. 

Sharing CDs across Different Formats 

Using CD-RW Discs 

When should I use CD-RW discs? 

CD-RW media is the ideal solution if you need more storage space on 
your computer. Your CD-Writer Plus drive, coupled with CD-RW media, 
can function as an extension of your hard drive. You can write, erase, and 
rewrite data easily from applications and from theWindows Explorer. 
UseCD-RW media: 

■ To save work in progress like presentations, documents, etc. 

■ Makeweekly archives of files on your hard drive. 

■ Shuttle files between theofficeand homeif you have a CD-Writer 
PI us at each location, or have an external CD-Writer Plus to use on 
both computers. 
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Can I share a CD-RW disc? 

Yes. You can share a CD-RW disc directly with someone owning another 
CD-RW drive or with someone that has a MultiRead CD-ROM drive and 
UDF reader software. MultiRead CD-ROM drives are a recent innovation 
to CD-ROM technology, so while not all CD-ROMs are M ulti Read, they 
are avail able to users world wide. 

Can I make a diskette with UDF reader software for someone 
that has a MultiRead CD-ROM? 

The instructions below will show you how to copy the Adaptec DirectCD 
(UDF) Reader onto a diskette. When you have finished you will beableto 
install the UDF reader onto computers with MultiRead CD-ROMswhere 
you want to read your CD-RW discs. 

To copy the Adaptec DirectCD (UDF) Reader to a diskette: 

1. Insert "Software Disc 1" into the CD-ROM drive. A menu will appear. 

2. From the menu, click Explore the CD. 

3. Double-click the CopyDisk folder and then double-click Copydisk. 

4. Select the Adaptec DirectCD Reader option and follow the instructions. 

How do I know if a CD-ROM is MultiRead? 

Look for the M ulti Read certification logo on the CD-ROM's packaging or 
users guide. The drive will be described asMultiRead certified or will list 
CD-RW as supported media. You can also put a CD-RW disc in your CD- 
ROM and see if it can read it. 

What if I want to share with usersthat have standard CD-ROM 
drives? (In Windows 95, Windows 98, and Windows NT 4.0) 

In general, you must copy your information to a CD-R disc to share it 
with usersthat have standard CD-ROM drives. To accomplish this: 

1. Insert your CD-RW disc in your CD-Writer Plusdrive. 

2. Copy all the information from the CD-RW disc to a unique location on 
your hard drive. 

3. Replace the CD-RW disc in your CD-Writer Plus with a blank CD-R disc. 

4. Copy the information from your hard drive to the CD-R media using 
DirectCD. 
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5. When you eject the disc, DirectCD prompts you to either leave the disc 
as it is, or organize the disc so it can be read in most standard CD-ROM 
drives. Select the option to organize the CD so it can be read in most 
standard CD-ROM drives. 

NOTE: For additional information on sharing CDs with W indows 3.x and 
DOS users, see "CD-R discs created with DirectCD." on page 4-3. 

Can I play an audio disc I made on a CD-RW disc in my car or 
home CD player? 

Probably not. Most car and home CD players are not capable of reading 
information off of CD-RW media. You must record your audio on CD-R 
discs to play them on most conventional CD players. There are however 
some newly released auto and home CD players that can read the CD-RW 
media. 



Using CD-R Discs 

When should I use CD-R discs? 

The data you put on a CD-R can't be erased. Use CD-R discs: 

■ When you want to protect your data so that it cannot be erased 

■ If you want to shareyour CD with users that have standard CD-ROM 
drives 

■ For audio CDs 

Can I automatically share a CD-R with anyone? 

Not necessarily. The software application you use will determine with 
whom you can easily share the CD. 

CD-R discs created with DirectCD. 

Use DirectCD when you want to create data CDsto use on your own 
computer. For instructions on how to use DirectCD goto "Making Data 
CDsto Use on Your Own Computer" on page 5-1. 

When you eject the disc from the drive, DirectCD will prompt you to 
either leave the disc as it is so you can add more data later, or organize it 
so it can be read in most standard CD-ROM drives under Windows 95 or 
Windows NT 4.0 Service Pack 3. If you intend to share the disc with other 
users, then you must select the option to organize it so it can be read in 
most standard CD-ROMs. 
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■ Windows 95, Windows 98, and Windows NT 4.0. Your CD-R 
organized to be read in most standard CD-ROMs is now ready to be 
shared with Windows 95, Windows 98, and Windows NT 4.0 users. 

There may be some CD-ROMs that can't read theCD-R. If you have 
problems try turningoff the"Read Ahead" on yourCD-ROM. Refer to 
your operating system documentation on how to do this. Another 
option is to use CD Copier to create a disc copy of your original CD-R 
disc. A description of how to do this can be found in the section 
"Making a Copy of a CD" on page 8-3. 

■ Windows 3.x and DOS. Your CD-R organized to be read in most 
standard CD-ROMs under Windows 95 and Windows NT cannot 
automatically be read in Windows 3.x or DOS. Some additional steps 
are required if you want to share this disc with Windows 3.x or DOS 
users. You will need to create a copy of your original CD-R disc on 
another piece of CD-R media using the CD Copier application. This 
will write a disc in the proper format for Windows 3.x and DOS users. 
Follow the instructions given in the section "Making a Copy of a CD" 
on page 8-3 to accomplish this task. 

NOTE: CDs created with CD Copier will display long filenames when viewed in 
W indows 95, 98, and NT. W hen viewed in W indows 3.x and DOS, file names 
are shortened to the DOS standard of eight characters with a three-character 
extension. Files and executables that expect a specific file name may not 
function as anticipated in W indows 3.x and DOS. 

CD-R discs created with Easy-CD Creator (Audio). 

This application automatically writes the audio format understood by 
millions of car and homeCD playersin existence today. You will be able 
to share this disc with virtually any user. 

CD-R discs created with Easy-CD Creator (Data). 

Use Easy-CD Creator (Data) when you want to create data CDs you can 
share with other users, for example if you want to send the CD to your 
co-workers. For instructions on how to use Easy-CD Creator (Data) go to 
"Making Data CDs to Use on Different Types of Computers" on page 5-6. 

Easy-CD Creator is called a mastering application since, when used with 
CD-R media, it is capable of directly writing discs using a format that can 
be read by virtually all CD-ROM drives and operating systems 
(Windows95, Windows NT, Windows 3.x, and DOS).

Chapter 5: 
Making Data CDs 



You can make data CDs with DirectCD and with Easy CD Creator .You 
can copy data to both CD-Recordable (CD-R) and CD-ReWritable 
(CD-RW) discs. DirectCD and Easy CD Creator make data CDs in a 
slightly different way for different purposes. The correct program is 
launched automatically when you decide what kind of data CD you want 
to make. 

■ If you want to make a data CD to use on your own computer, follow 
the instructions in "Making Data CDs to Use on Your Own 
Computer" below. 

■ If you want to make a data CD to use on your own computer or on 
different types of computers (for example, computers running under 
DOS or Windows 3.x) that do not have DirectCD, follow the 
instructions in "Making Data CDsto Use on Different Types of 
Computers" on page 5-6. 



Making Data CDsto Use on Your Own 
Computer 

DirectCD enables you to write files directly to a CD-Recordable (CD-R) or 
CD-ReWritable (CD-RW) disc, in much the same way you would write 
them to a floppy diskette or a removable media drive. This is especially 
handy for making data discs to use with your own computer. For 
example, you might want to 

■ Archive data and then remove it from your hard drive 

■ Back up thefiles on your hard drive 
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■ Transfer a large number of files from the computer you use at work to 
the computer you use at home 

NOTE: Other peoplemay beableto read data discs you createwith DirectCD 
on their computers if their CD-related hardware and software is set up the same 
as it is on your computer. However, it is more likely that your data discs will be 
usable on other computers if you create them with Easy CD Creator, as 
described in "Making Data CDs to Use on Different Types of Computers" on 
page 5-6. 

DirectCD lets you read and write filesdirectly to your CD with any 
software application that can read from and write to a driveletter. Some 
examples include: 

■ Software applications such as Microsoft Word, when you use the 

Save or Save As commands 

■ Windows Explorer, when you drag and drop files 

■ Windows 95®' Windows 98/NT, when you usethe Send To 
command 

■ MS-DOS, when you usecommand prompts from within 
Windows 95/NT 

DirectCD provides a file system based on UDF vl.5 specifications and 
writes data to the CD-R or CD-RW disc using packet- writing technology. 
This technology, together with the file system, gives you driveletter 
access to your CD-Writer Plus. A DirectCD wizard guides you step-by-step 
through the process of preparing and ejecting CD-R and CD-RW discs. 



Preparing a Data CD 

Follow these steps to start DirectCD and preparea blank CD-R or CD-RW 
disc for reading and writing data. (If you want to write more data to a 
disc that you already formatted in DirectCD, see "Writing More Data to a 
DirectCD Disc" on page 5-5.) 

1. Start up your computer. 

2. Insert a blank CD-R or CD-RW disc in the CD-Writer Plus. After a few 
seconds a screen will appear which asks you to "Please select the type of 
CD you wish to create." (If the DirectCD Disc Ready window appears, the 
disc has already been prepared, and you can start writing data to it.) 
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NOTE: If no screen appears after about 15 seconds, the disc may not be blank, 
or it may have an unreadable format. (See "Fixing an Unreadable Disc" on 
page5-6 for more information.) Or the "Auto insert notification" option may be 
disabled (this applies to W indows 95 only). To check this, click Start, move the 
mouse pointer over Settings, and click Control Panel. In Control Panel, 
double-click System and select the Device Manager tab. Double-click the 
CD-W riter Plus icon, then select the Settings tab. Click Auto insert 
notification if it does not have a check mark next to it, and click OK. Click 
OK on the System Properties dialog box. Then close the Control Panel. 

3. Select thefirst option: Click here to create a data CD that will be 
accessible through a drive letter, i.e. as you would use a floppy drive. 
The Format Disc screen appears. If you are formatting a CD-R disc, 
continue with the next step. If you are formatting a CD-RW disc, skip to 
step m. 

4. If you are formatting a CD-R disc, click Next on the Format Disc screen 
and skip to step #6. 

5. If you are formatting a CD-RW disc, you can choose between two 
formatting options. To do this, click the Advanced button that appears 
on the Format Disc screen. When the next screen appears, select either 
Fast Format or Full Format and click OK. 

We recommend that you select H P fast format, which lets you start 
writing to the CD-RW disc almost immediately while the disc is 
formatted in the background. A Full Format requires you to wait about 
an hour until theformatting is complete before you can write to the disc. 
Click theHelp button for more information about theformatting 
options. 

NOTE: Data is safe if you write it to the disc while H P fast format takes place 
in the background. H P fast format will NOT overwrite this data, because the 
data is written to sections of the disc that have already been formatted. 

6. When the Name Your Disc screen appears, type a name for the disc and 
click Finish. Disc formatting begins. 

When theDirectCD Disc Ready window appears, theformatting is 
complete. 

NOTE: Formatted CD-RW discs have about 530 M B of available space, while 
formatted CD-R discs can store up to 618 M B of data. 

7. ClickOK. 

The DirectCD disc is ready for you to write data to it. 
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Writing Data to a DirectCD Disc 



Once your CD isformatted as a DirectCD disc, you can writedata to it in 
several different ways: 

■ Drag and drop files from Windows Explorer onto the CD-Writer Plus 



■ Select Save As from a Windows 95 Windows 98/NT application File 
menu and select the drive letter of your CD-Writer Plus. 

■ Use the Send To command. 

■ Use MS-DOS command prompts from a DOS window in 
Windows 95/NT. 



DirectCD gives you various formatting options when you eject a 
DirectCD disc from the CD-Writer Plus. The options depend on what 
kind of disc DirectCD detects in the drive and how you want to use the 
disc. To eject a DirectCD disc, follow these steps: 

1. Push the eject button on thefront of theCD-Writer Plus, or 



Right-click on theCD icon fiCy on thetaskbar and select Eject from the 
drop-down list box. 

The Eject Disc screen appears. 

2. Carefully read the text that appears on the screen and, if options are 
presented, select the option you want. 

3. Click Finish to eject the disc from theCD-Writer Plus. 

NOTE: If you are using a CD-RW disc, see "Chapter 4: Sharing Your CDs" for 
more information about making CDs readable on different types of computers.

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Writing More Data to a DirectCD Disc 

If you previously formatted a blank disc for DirectCD use, you can add 
more data to thedisc until it isfull. To do so, follow these steps: 

1. Insert the DirectCD disc into your CD-Writer Plus. 

2. Wait for the DirectCD Disc Ready window to appear. (If the Make Disc 
Writable screen appears, simply follow theon-screen directionsto make 
thedisc writable.) 

3. Click OK and continue writing more data to thedisc. 



Erasing a DirectCD Disc 

If you are using CD-RW discs in your CD-Writer Plus, you can actually 
erase files from thedisc and use the recovered space to writenew files. 
However, if you "delete" files from aCD-R disc, thefilesbecomeinvisible 
to the file system (such asWindows Explorer) but the space they occupy 
is not made availablefor other files. Thus, "deleting" files from a CD-R 
disc will not in crease the avail able free space on thedisc.

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Fixing an Unreadable Disc 



If no window appears on the screen after about 15 seconds when you 
insert a disc in the CD-Writer Plus, the disc may have an unreadable 
format. DirectCD hasa ScanDisc application that may beableto recover 
data on the disc and allow you to write to it and read from it again. 
Follow these steps to use ScanDisc: 



1. Double-click the CD icon G=±» on the right side of the Windows taskbar. 
If the disc is unreadable, theScanDisc window will appear. 

2. Read thetext in thewindow, then click the Scan Disc button. 

3. Wait whileScanDisc repairs the disc. A message will appear on thescreen 
when ScanDisc isfinished.

■ Add sound effects to customize any song on the CD (using a third- 
party sound editor) 

■ Improve the sound quality if your CD recording system is less than 
optimal 

You can pre-record one Wave file at a time. To pre-record a Wavefilefrom 
an existing CD, follow these steps: 

1. Insert the source CD, which contains the song you want to pre-record to 
your hard drive, into your CD-Writer Plus. 

2. Click the Audio CD Layout tab in Easy CD Creator. 

3. Select the audio track you want to pre-record from Explorer and drag it 
into the Audio CD Layout window. 

4. Highlight the audio track in the Audio CD Layout window. 

5. Select Pre-record to WAV file from theTrack menu. 

NOTE: Pre-recording audio tracks to Wave files requires approximately 10M B 
of space on your hard drive for one minute of music.

Combining Both Audio Tracks and Wave Files 

You can make a music CD that contains songs both from pre-recorded 
Wave files stored on your hard drive and from audio tracks on an existing 
music CD. To do so, follow the steps outlined in "Recording Audio Tracks 
from an Existing M usic CD" on page 6-3 and "Recording Wave Files 
Stored on Your Hard Drive" on page 6-5, dependingon the type of songs 
you want to record. When you have added all of the audio tracks and 
Wave files you want to record to your CD layout, select Create CD from 
the File menu. 
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Modifying Your CD Layout 

The following sections describe how to make changes to your CD layout. 

Changing the Order of Your Songs 

Once you have added more than one song to your CD layout, you can 
change the order of the songs at any time before creating the CD.

You can create a CD layout, save it, then use it to record a CD later. To 
save a CD layout, follow these steps:

3. Select the location where you want to store thefile. 

Opening an Existing CD Layout 

To open a CD layout you have previously saved: 
■ Select Open CD Layout from the File menu. 
Easy CD Creator displays the contents of the layout. 

Playing Music CDs 

Use the Windows CD Player to listen to music CDs. To do this, follow 
these steps: 

1. Insert the music CD in your computer's CD-ROM drive. 

2. Click the Start button on theWindowstaskbar, then movethemouse 
pointer over Programs, Accessories, and M ulti media. 

3. Select CD Player. TheCD Player window appears. 

4. Click the start button to start playing the music CD.

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A jewel case insert is a cover you can print and insert in the CD's jewel 
case— the plastic case that holds the CD— to display the title and contents 
of your CD. 

The cover is printed on one side of a sheet of paper and then folded. One 
side lists thefiles or tracks; the other side shows the title and may also 
contain graphics. 





Easy CD Creator allows you to customize your own jewel case insert. 
Once you have edited thejewel caseinsert, you can preview it, print it, 
cut it to size, and insert it in the case. You can also design and print a 
label forthetop of theCD. You can print the label on a standard printer 
if you use special paper designed for disc labels. 
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How to Make a Jewel Case Insert or a Label 

When you make a music CD, Easy CD Creator uses the CD layout 
information to create a basic jewel case insert, including the CD title, 
artist name, and list of songs. You can then click the Jewel Case Layout 
tab to modify and customize that information, such as changing font 
styles and adding graphics. 

Creating custom jewel case inserts involves three basic tasks: 

■ Editing inserts 

■ Adding text and graphics 

■ Printing 

CreatingCD labels involves the second and third steps; Easy CD Creator 
does not automatically create any text for the label. The following 
sections explain how to view and edit jewel case inserts and CD labels, 
add text and graphics, and print the inserts and labels. 



Editing Inserts and Labels 

Thefollowing sectionsdescribethedifferent ways you can view and edit 
jewel case inserts and labels before printing them. 

Viewing Inserts and Labels 

To view the different parts (pages) of the jewel case insert or CD label, 
follow these steps: 

1. Click thejewel Case Layout tab in Easy CD Creator. 

2. From the Page menu, select the item you want to view: 

■ Jewel Front— to view the I nsidejacket and Front Cover 

■ Jewel Back— to view the Back Cover 

■ Disc Printer— to view the Compact Disc label 

Easy CD Creator displays the view. 
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Zooming 

To view a section of an insert page or label in greater detail, you can 
magn i f y th e vi ew . To ch an ge th e magn i f i cati on of th e page, f ol I ow th ese 
steps: 

1. Select Zoom from the Page menu. 



2. Select the zoom level you want to apply. 

3. Click OK. 

Easy CD Creator changes the magnification level. 

Using Rulers and Grids 

You can use rulers and grids to position text and graphics on the jewel 
case insert or the label. See "Setting Insert Layout Options" in the 
Easy CD Creator online Help for more information on how to do this. 

Using Rulers 

Rulers are displayed along the perimeter of thejewel Case Layout 
window and help you to measure the insert or label and its objects. 

To display or hide the rulers, do thefollowing:

■ Select the Ruler option from the View menu to view rulers. 

■ Deselect the Ruler option from the View menu to hide rulers. 
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Using Grids 

Grids help you to more precisely position objects with respect to other 
objects on the insert or label. 

To snap objects to a grid— meaning the objects are automatically moved 
to thegrid line— do the foil owing: 

1. Select Grid from the Layout menu. 

2. Select Snap to Grid from the Layout menu. 

The objects snap to the nearest grid marker when you move them around 
on the page. 

To display or hidethegrids, do thefollowing: 

■ Select the Grid option from the Layout menu to view grids. 

■ Deselect the Grid option from the Layout menu to hide grids. 

Positioning Inserts 

You can position the insert or CD label at any location on the physical 



page. For an approximate position, use the box ILXJ at the intersection 
of the two rulers. 

To position the insert or label, follow these steps: 

■ Drag the box at the intersection of the ruler to the position on the 
page where you want the upper left corner of the insert or label to be 
located. 

For more precise control over the position of the insert or label, use the 
Origin settings in the preferences. See "Setting Insert Layout Options" in 
the Easy CD Creator online Help. 
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Adding Text 

You can add as much text as you like to the jewel case insert or CD label. 
When you add text, you can define some attributes, such as font style, 
color, and background fill color. 

To add text, follow these steps:

Adding Graphics 

The graphics used in Easy CD Creator are called OLE objects. OLE is a 
W i n d o ws f eatu re th at mai n tai n s associ ationswithobj ects across d i f f eren t 
applications. For example, if you add an OLE object to ajewel caseinsert 
or CD label, you can double-click the object to open the associated 
application so you can edit the object. 

To create and insert an OLE object, follow these steps: 

1. Select Insert and New Object from the Edit menu. A list of Object Types 
appears. 

2. Select the Create New option to the left of the Object Types list. 

Select Create From File instead if you want to import an existing graphics 
file— for example, a piece of computer "clip art." 

3. Select from the Object Type list the application you will use to create the 
graphic. For example, select Bitmap I mage if you want to create a 
graphic with Windows Paintbrush. 

4. ClickOK. 

5. Create (or select) the graphic. The way in which you do this depends on 
which application you selected. For example: 

If you select Bitmap I mage a small window will appear in the middle of 
thejewel Case Layout window. Create the bitmap image in this window, 
using theWindows Paintbrush toolsthat appear on thescreen. When 
you are finished, click outside the small window to "paste" theimage 
into thejewel case insert or CD label. 
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If you select M icrosoft CM part Gallery, you will see a window with small 
images of the avail able graphics. Select the graphic you want and click 
Insert. 

6. Move or resize the graphic, as required. 

NOTE: Seethe "Adding Graphics" topic in Easy CD Creator online Help for 
information on editing and moving objects. 



Arranging Track Titles 

Information about tracks listed in the Audio CD Layout is automatically 
added to thejewel Case Layout window. If you delete tracks while 
making an audio CD, the associated information is automatically 
updated in thejewel Case Layout tab. 

Deleting tracks while preparing to make an audio CD may cause blank 
rows to appearin the tracks list of thejewel Case Layout tab. Therefore, if 
you make ch an ges to th e track I ist that affect th e posi ti on of th e tracks 
on thejewel Case Layout window, Easy CD Creator asks if you want the 
tracks automatically repositioned. 

Thejewel Case Layout tab provides some commands that let you create 
columns of track information, display the length and number of each 
track, and automatically position tracks on the layout. 

Thefollowingsectionsdescribedifferentwaysyou can arrange the tracks 
in thejewel Case Layout. 

Creating Track Column Lists 

You can arrange the track information boxes: 

■ Randomly by dragging them to new positions in thejewel Case 
Layout window, or 

■ In a linear list with oneortwo columns. 
To create a track list: 

■ Select One Column or Two Column from theText menu. 
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Displaying Track Numbers and Duration Times 

Easy CD Creator includes the track number and duration time for each 
audio track. Thetrack number indicates the order in which theaudio 
tracks are recorded. The duration time is shown in minutes and seconds. 

To display thetrack numbers: 

■ Select Display Track Number from the Text menu. 
To display track duration times: 

■ Select Display Track Time from theText menu. 

Fitting Tracks on a Page 

Fitting tracks means all thetrack information is centered on each page 
and aligned along the first character of each track. 

You can move track ti tl es f rom th e i n si de j acket an d th e back cover to th e 
front cover. However, Best Fit will move tracks back to their original 
location. 

To fit the tracks on the page as described above: 

■ Select Best Fit from the Arrange menu. 

Printing Jewel Case Inserts and CD Labels 

You can print a jewel case insert or a CD label whilethejewel Case 
Layout tab isopen. The commands and options avail able for printing 
depend on the type of printer connected to your computer. For 
information about these options, see your printer's guide. 

To print a jewel case insert or a disc label, follow these steps: 

1. Select Print from the File menu. 

2. Click OK. 

To preview an insert or label before printing it: 

1. Select Print Preview from the File menu. 

2. ClickOK.

Chapter 8: 
Copying CDs 



CD Copier is a convenient tool for making copies of your CDs. The most 
common reason for making a copy of a CD is to create a working copy of 
a CD and archive the original in a safe place. 

NOTE: CD Copier is designed to assist you in reproducing material in which 
you own the copyright or have obtained permission to copy from the copyright 
owner. Unless you own the copyright or have permission to copy from the 
copyright owner, you may be violating copyright law and be subject to payment 
of damages and other remedies. If you are uncertain about your rights, contact 
your legal advisor. 



What Types of CDs Can I Copy? 

You can use CD Copier to make backup copies of almost any type of CD. 
The following table lists the types of CDs that can be copied and includes 
some notes about making backup copies: 



Type of CD Notes 

Audio or If you are using a drive other than a CD-Writer Plus, 
CD Extra you need a source CD-ROM drive capable of reading 
audio digitally. Not all drives support digital audio 
extraction. See "Testing Your System Configuration" in 
theCD Copier online help. (CD Copier tests your drive 
to determine its capabilities when the source CD is 
inserted.) 

NOTE: CD Copier supports copying CDs in Track-at-Once 
mode. This means that there will be two seconds of silence 
between tracks.

Starting CD Copier 

Follow these steps to start CD Copier: 

1. Start up your computer. 

2. Insert a blank CD-R or CD-RW disc in the CD-Writer Plus. After a few 
seconds a screen will appear which asks you to "Please select the type of 
CD you wish to create." 

NOTE: If no screen appears after about 15 seconds, you may have inserted a 
disc that is already formatted. Remove the disc and insert a blank disc. Or the 
"Auto insert notification" option may be disabled (this applies to W indows 95 
and W indows 98 only). To check this, click Start, move the mouse pointer over 
Settings, and click Control Panel. In Control Panel, double-click System and 
select the Device Manager tab. Double-click the icon for theCD-W riter Plus, 
then select the Settings tab. Click Auto insert notification if it does not have 
a check mark next to it, and click OK. Click OK on theSystem Properties dialog 
box. Then close the Control Panel. 
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3. Select Click hereto create a duplicate of an existing audio CD or data 
CD. The CD Copier Source and Destination tab appears.

To make a backup copy of a CD, follow these steps:

1. Run Windows Explorer by clicking theStart button, pointing to 
Programs, and clicking Windows Explorer. 

2. Double-click on the SimpleTrax Index icon on the left side of the 
Windows Explorer window. You may need to scroll down to see it. The 
contents of the index appear in the right side of the Windows Explorer 
window. 
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3. Point to a filename in the index. If it is a graphic file, you will see a 
thumbnail preview of the file. If it is a text file, you'll see a short 
summary of thefile's contents.

Finding Files On Your CD 



It is easy to locate files on your SmpleTrax CDs. You can search by 
keywords, dates, filename, and filetype. 

To find a file on your CD: 

1. Run Windows Explorer by clicking theStart button, pointing to 
Programs, and clicking Windows Explorer. 
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2. From the Tools menu, point to Find, then click on In HP SimpleTrax. 
The Find Files screen appears: 
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3. In the Filename box type all or part of the name of the file you want to 
find. 

4. To limit SimpleTrax to searching only specific filetypes, select the 
appropriate checkboxes in the File type window. 

5. You may also search by one or more words contained in a file. Click on 
the Words in File tab towards the top of the screen. Type the word on 
which you want to search in thespace, then click Add to list. 
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In the example shown in the Find Files illustration, SimpleTrax will find 
files containing "dog" or "cat" or "bird". 

6. If you want to search for a file that was modified on or between certain 
dates, click on the Date M odified tab towards the top of the screen. You 
can search for files between specific dates or over a period of time. After 
you make your selections click on OK. 
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7. When you are finished making selections, click on Start Search. When 
the software is finished finding the files, the results are displayed in the 
Refine Results window. If you wish to narrow your results, read the 
following section, Narrowing Your Search. 
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Narrowing Your Search 



When you are finished entering search criteria the results appear in the 
Ref i n e Resu I ts screen : 
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You may want to narrow your search further by date, file type, or search 
words. 

To refine by date: 

Move the sliders back and forth until the range of dates you wantappear 
on either corner of the box. The results window will update as you 
change the date. 

To refine with FileTypes 

Click on the File Type tab in the middle of the screen. To limit thefile 
types that appear in the results window, click on the appropriate 
checkboxes. The results window will be updated. 

To refine with Search Words 

If you want to modify the words you used as search criteria, click on the 
Search Words tab in themiddleof thescreen. Typetheword you wantto 
in dude as a search criteria in thespace, then click Add to list. Removea 
search word by highlighting it and clicking on Remove From List. The 
results window will update. 
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Copying Files and Folders Back to Your 
Hard Drive 



Retrieving protected files and folders using HP SimpleTrax is quick and 
easy. You don't need to insert a CD into your CD-Writer Plus before the 
retrieval actually begins. HP SimpleTrax shows you all thefilesand 
folders you have copied to CDs. The software then prompts you for the 
correct CDs after you've selected thefile(s) orfolder(s). 

To retrieve files and folders: 

1. Run Windows Explorer by clicking the Start button, pointing to 
Programs, and clicking Windows Explorer. 

2. Double-click theSimpleTrax Index icon. You may need to scroll down to 
see it. The contents of the CDs appear in the right side of the Windows 
Explorer window. 

3. Use the right mouse button to click on the file or folder you want to 



retrieve. A popup menu appears: 
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To select multiple files or folders within a single folder, press and hold 
the CTRL key while clicking the desired items with the left mouse 
button. Then release the CTRL key and click with the right mouse 
button .

4. Click Retrieve from the popup menu. The Retrieve screen appears:

5. Set the retrieve options: 

Ask before overwriting files— Normally SimpleTrax will ask before 
overwriting files of the same name. Clear this box only if you want 
SmpleTrax to overwrite files without asking first. 

In elude subdirectories— Check this option to retrieve all subdirectories 
in theselected folder. (Thisoption isuseful only if you have selected one 
or more folders.) 

Copy files to an alternate location— Use this option to copy files to a 
different location on your hard drive than from where they were 
originally copied. Type the desired drive and path or click Browse and 
select the new location from the list of folders on your hard drive(s). If 
you do not choose this option, yourfileswill be copied back to their 
original location. 

6. Click OK to continue. If the correct CD is not in the drive HP Simple 
Trax prompts you for the required CD. HP SmpleTrax retrieves the most 
recent versions of selected files. 



Retrieving an Earlier Version of a File 

Earlier versions of a file can be retrieved using the View Versions option. 
You can use this feature to view or recover files saved prior to major 
revisions. 
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To retrieve an earlier version of a file: 

1. Run Windows Explorer by clicking theStart button, pointing to 
Programs, and clicking Windows Explorer. 

2. Click the file on your hard drive that you want to retrieve with the right 
mouse button, point to HP SimpleTrax on the popup menu, and select 
View Versions. The File Protection History dialog box appears: 
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3. Click the desired version and click the Retrieve File button. Older 
versions of a file can only be retrieved one at a time. 



Importing CDs into HP Simple Trax 

If you haveCDsthat were created before you installed SimpleTrax, you 
can still haveSmpleTrax keep track of their contents by "importing" the 
CD into SimpleTrax. When you import a CD, HP SimpleTrax gathers 
information about the files on theCD and stores that information on 
your hard drive. This information makes it possible for you to easily find 
and retrieve files and to browse the contents of theCD without putting 
the CD in your CD-Writer Plus. 
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Importing CDs into HP SimpleTrax 



There are several cases in which you may want to import a CD: 

■ To start tracking files that you have previously copied to CDs without 
using HP SimpleTrax 

■ If you want to start tracking files on a CD created by someone else or 
a commerically made CD 

■ If for any reason the information HP SimpleTrax stores on your hard 
drive is lost or damaged you can reconstruct that information by 
importing all SmpleTrax CDs 

To import a CD into HP SimpleTrax: 

1. Place the CD you want to import into your CD-Writer Plus. 

2. Run Windows Explorer by clicking theStart button, pointing to 
Programs, and clicking Windows Explorer. 

3. With your right mouse button, click on the drive icon for your CD- 
Writer. A popup menu appears: 
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4. Point to HP SimpleTrax and click Import from the HP SmpleTrax 
menu. The Import Wizard appears. 

5. Follow the instructions on the screen. The import process can take 
anywhere from a couple of minutes to over an hour. The duration of the 
operation depends mainly on the type of computer you have and the 
number of files on the CD. 
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Event Logs 

An event log is automatically created every time a SimpleTrax operation 
runs— such asaretrieve, import, or scheduled copy. Look at the event log 
for additional information if an error message appears during an 
operation. 

To view an Event Log: 

1. Point to Start, then to Programs, HP CD-Writer Plus, then to HP 
SimpleTrax, and click HP SimpleTrax Control Panel. TheControl 
Panel Screen appears. 

2. Click on the Event Log tab towards the top of the screen. 

3. Highlight the event log you want to see and click on View. 
To delete an event log: 

1. Highlight the event log you want to delete and click Delete. 
NOTE: When you delete an event log, it cannot be restored. 



Changing the Index Display 

You can view the index by folder or by CD. The initial setting isto 
display the contents of a CD by folders. 

To change the way the index is displayed: 

1. Run Windows Explorer by clicking theStart button, pointing to 
Programs, and clicking Windows Explorer. 

2. Click on the SimpleTrax I ndex icon. You may need to scroll down to 
see it. 

3. From theView menu, highlight HP SimpleTrax View Options, then 
click on either By CD or By Folder. 

Choosing By CD will display the contents of your index by the CD on 
which the files are located. Choosing By Folder will display thecontents 
of your index by folders. 




Chapter 10: 

HP Disaster Recovery 



HP Disaster Recovery is an application that will help you to recover your 
data and operating system after a hard-drive failure. It is important that 
you create a Disaster Recovery Set as soon as possible. Should a disaster 
occur, the information in the Disaster Recovery Set will enableyou to 
return your system to the state it was in at the time you created your 
Disaster Recovery Set. 



Getting Started 

Thefirststep in securing the data on your system is creating the Disaster 
Recovery (DR) Set. The DR Set will contain the information necessary to 
recover your system. A new DR Set should be created when new hardware 
or software has been added to your system, or if many changes have been 
made to your fi les since the last DR Set was created. 

The Disaster Recovery Wizard will guide you through the steps required 
to create the DR Set with easy-to-follow instructions for protecting your 
valuable data. Once the DR Set has been created, it will allow you to 
recover your system should your hard-drive fail, even if your Windows 
operating system will not start. 

When you install HP Disaster Recovery, theprogram and its folder are 
added to theWindows Start Menu. 
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Getting Started 



What you will need 

To create the Disaster Recovery Set, you will need thefollowing items: 

For Windows 95 and Windows 98 

■ One or more blank, formatted 1.44M B diskettes* 

■ One or more blank HP CD-R/CD-RWs* 

■ Windows 95/98 installation CD or install set 

What is an install set? An install set is the list of files used to install 
a product or operating system. Computers shipped with p re-installed 
operating systems (i.e. Windows 95/98) may not include a Windows 
installation CD. In thiscase, HP Disaster Recovery will require your 
Windows install set to create the Disaster Recovery Set. 

For Windows NT 

■ Four (4) blank, formatted 1.44M B diskettes 

■ One or more blank HP CD-R/CD-RWs* 

■ Windows NT installation CD 

*The number of diskettes and CD-R/CD-RW s required will depend on the 
amount of data on your system. 



Creating the Disaster Recovery Set 

To create your Disaster Recovery Set: 

1. Click the Start button located on theWindowstaskbar. Select Programs, 
HP CD-Writer Plus, HP Disaster Recovery, then select Disaster 
Recovery. 

HP Disaster Recovery Wizard appears. 

2. Follow the instructions on the Wizard screens to create your Disaster 
Recovery Set. 

It is recommended that you label your diskettes and CD(s) when 
prompted in the Wizard, and store them in a safe place. A new DR Set 
should be created when new hardware or software has been added to 
your system, or if many changes have been made to your files si nee the 
last DR Set was created. 



Getting Started 
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Partitioning Your Drive(s) 

In the event that you must perform a recovery, HP Disaster Recovery will 
require that you partition your new drive(s) to the same settings as were 
set before thedrive failure. In order to do this, it may behelpful to make 
a record of your current partition settings on paper and keep an updated 
record of these settings with each DRSet. 

What is a partition? A partition is a logical section of your hard 
disk. One physical hard disk may be partitioned into two or more 
logical hard-drives. 

To make a record of your partition settings: 

1. Double-click the My Computer icon located on your desktop. 
The My Computer Window appears. 

2. Select Detailsfrom theView menu. 

A list of drive types will appear under the Type heading, to the right of 
your drive letter. 

3. Under the Name heading, right-click on thedrive letter listed as a Local 
Disk, then select Properties. 

The selected drive's Properties dialog box appears. 

4. Writedown the information displayed in the Type dialog. 

5. Writedown the information displayed in the Capacity dialog. 

6. Repeat steps 3-5 for each Local Disk on your computer. 



Testing your Disaster Recovery Set 

After you have created the DR Set, you will be asked if you would I ike to 
test the DR Set. Testing the DR Set is very similar to performing an actual 
recovery; however, be sure to stop testing when instructed to do so. This 
test is to verify that your drive is responding properly. 

To test your Windows 95/ 98 Disaster Recovery Set: 

1. Follow steps 1 through 8 in the Windows 95 and Windows 98 section of 
"Recovering Your Data." 
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Recovering Your Data 




WARNING: Be sure to discontinue testing the DR Set when instructed to do so. 
By proceeding with the recovery process, you would be recovering the data from 



the CD which would overwrite the data on that drive. 

2. If you do not receive the messages listed in the steps for data recovery, 
follow the directions for creating another Disaster Recovery Set. See 
"Creating the Disaster Recovery Set" on page 10-2. 

To test your Windows NT Disaster Recovery Set: 

1. Follow steps 1 through 8 in the Windows NT section of "Recovering Your 
Data." 




WARNING: Be sure to discontinue testingtheDR Set when instructed to do so. 
By proceeding with the Disaster Recovery W izard, you would be recovering the 



data from the CD which would overwrite the data on that drive. 



Recovering Your Data 

If you are certain that you have lost your data due to a major system 
problem, such as a hard -drive failure, it will be necessary to recover your 
data by using your most recent Disaster Recovery Set. 

HP Disaster Recovery uses the data located on your Disaster Recovery Set 
to restore your files and other vital system information to your new or 
replaced hard-drive. 



For Windows 95 and Windows 98 

The Disaster Recovery process for Windows 95 and Windows 98 takes 
place in DOS. A series of screens will appear in DOS and prompt you to 
insert the media from your Disaster Recovery Set. 

What is DOS? DOS is a simple operating system that resides on your 
Windows 95/98 Startup Disk. 

To recover your data: 

1. You should first decide if another recovery method is possible. For 
example, if theproblem appears to be associated with theWindows 
operating system, such as a corrupt registry, try to recover by following 



Recovering Your Data 
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the steps outlined in your M icrosoft Windows User's Manual before 
attempting the following procedures. If you have determined that a hard- 
drive failure has occurred, proceed to Step 2. 

2. Replace any damaged hard-drives with comparable drives. 

In order to recover all of your information, HP Disaster Recovery must 
have at least as much hard disk space as existed before the drive failure. 

3. Insert the Windows Startup Disk (diskette #1 of the DR Set) into the 3.5" 
floppy drive from which your computer boots, and restart your 
computer. 

A DOS screen appears. 

4. If a Windows Startup Diskettes was created (not all systems require the 
creation of this diskette), insert Diskette $3. into the 3.5" floppy drive 
from which your computer will boot. 

5. At the prompt, type A : \readme then press Enter. 
The READM E.TXT appears. 

6. After reading the text, press Alt+F, then pressX to exit the editor. 

It may be necessary to prepare your hard disk using thefollowing tools 
which are located on the Disaster Recovery Diskette: 

■ FDISK— Re-partitions your hard disk 

■ FORMAT— Formatsoneor more partitioned drives 

■ SYS— In stalls the system boot files onto the hard disk 

NOTE: For instructions on the use of these utilities, please refer to your 
operating system user manual or contact M icrosoft. 

7. Attheprompt, typeA: \recover and press Enter. Your DRfiles will be 
copied from the diskette to your hard-drive. 

Thefollowing message should appear: 

Please insert Disaster Recovery CD #1 into your 
HP CD-Writer Plus. 

8. Insert Disaster Recovery CD #1 into your HP CD-Writer Plus drive, then 
press Enter. 
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Recovering Your Data 



NOTE: If your Disaster Recovery Set consists of more than one CD, you will be 
prompted to insert each of the CDs in the order they were created. 

The foil owing message should appear: 

Test successful. To continue your recovery, 
select RECOVER. 

If you are testing, select EXIT. 
9. To continue recovering your system, press F5. 
Or, 

To exit the Disaster Recovery process, press F10, remove any diskettes or 
CDs from your drive(s) and restart your computer. 




WARNING: If you arejust performing a test of your Disaster Recovery Set, the 
test is now complete. Do not continue past this step. Please remove any 



diskettes and CDs from your drive(s) and restart your computer. 
The foil owing message should appear: 

Select the volumethat you wishto recover. 

Drive C: [Volume C Name ] 
Drive D: [Volume D Name] 

NOTE: If you have only one drive, it will be automatically selected for recovery 
and this screen will not be displayed. 

10. Select the volumethat you wish to recover by highlighting the volume 
using the Up and Down arrow keys, then pressing Enter. 

You will then be asked to confirm your selections before recovering your 
information. 

11. Press Enter to confirm your selections, or press Esc to return to the 
previous screen(s) and make a different selection. 

NOTE: If Disaster Recovery CD #1 is not in your HP CD-W riter Plus, you will 
be prompted to insert it at this time. 

HP Disaster Recovery will now begin recovering your system. 



Recovering Your Data 
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Therecovery process will take some time to complete, depending upon 
the amount of data you are recovering. You will be prompted to insert 
th e C Ds i n th e order th ey were created . 

12. Once the volume has been recovered, a summary of the process will be 
displayed. To exit this screen, press Enter. If there is more than one 
volume to be recovered, you may select it at this time. 

After recovering the volume(s), you may wish to view the REPORT.TXT 
file which contains a text summary of the files that could not be 
recovered. If you wish to view this file, you must first exit the program by 
pressing Esc twice, then type edit report.txt. After reading the 
text, press Alt+F, then press X to exit theeditor. For more information on 
files that could not be recovered, see "Files Not Recovered" on page 1-9. 

Your recovery is complete. Remove any diskettes and CDs from your 
drive(s) and restart your computer. 

NOTE: It may be necessary to restart your computer more than once if any 
hardware in your system has changed since your DR Set was created. 



For Windows NT 

The Disaster Recovery process for Windows NT begins with a minimal 
install of the Windows NT Workstation, performed from the Disaster 
Recovery Set. 

HP Disaster Recovery screens will display messages instructing you when 
to insert the diskettes and CD(s) from your Disaster Recovery Set. Once 
the Setup portion oftheminimal install has been completed, the Disaster 
Recovery Wizard will appear and guide you through the rest of the 
recovery process. 

To recover your data: 

1. You should first decide if another recovery method is possible. For 
example, if the problem appears to be associated with the Windows 
operating system, such as a corrupt registry, try to recover by following 
the steps outlined in your Microsoft Windows User's Manual before 
attempting thefollowing procedures. If you have determined that a hard- 
drive failure has occurred, proceed to Step 2. 

2. Replace any damaged hard-drives with comparable drives. 
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Recovering Your Data 



In order to recover all of your information, HP Disaster Recovery must 
have at least as much hard disk space as existed before the drive failure. 

3. Insert the Windows NT Workstation Setup Boot Disk (diskette #1 of the 
DR Set) into into the 3.5" floppy drive from which your computer boots, 
and restart your computer. 

You will be guided through a partial NT installation. 

4. When prompted, insert Windows NT Workstation Setup Disk #2 into the 
3.5" floppy drive from which your computer boots.. 

The NT Setup screen should now appear. 

5. Choose Express Setup (recommended) or Custom Setup from the NT 
Setup screen. 

■ Express Setup— Should be selected if you do not need to partition 
any drive(s), or if you are testing your DR Set. Select this option by 
pressing Enter. 

■ Custom Setup— Should be selected if your primary partition needsto 
beset up, or if your backup device is not located. Also, if the SCSI card 
your device is attached to is not detected, you will need to go through 
a Custom Setup with your Controller Card Installation Diskette. 
Select this option by pressing C on your keyboard. 

You should attempt to partition any new drive(s) to the same settings as 
were set before thedrive failure. In order to partition your drive(s), select 
Custom Setup and follow the instructions on yourscreen. Only theboot 
drive and the NT installation drive need to be partitioned at this time. 
You will beableto partition and format other drives at a later time 
through the Disk Administrator in the HP Disaster Recovery process. 

After proceeding through an Express or Custom Setup, you will be 
prompted to insert the remaining diskettes and CDs from your Disaster 
Recovery Set. 

6. When prompted, insert Windows NT Workstation Setup Disk #3 into the 
3.5" floppy drive from which your computer boots. 

7. When prompted, insert your Windows NT installation CD into your HP 
CD-Writer Plus drive. 

8. When prompted, insert Windows NT Workstation Setup Disk M into the 
3.5" floppy drive from which your computer boots. 
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When Setup has finished copying files to your hard disk, you will be 
prompted to remove any floppy diskettes and CDsfrom yourdrive(s) and 
restart your computer. Once you have restarted your computer, the HP 
Disaster Recovery Wizard should appear and guideyou through the rest 
of the recovery process. 




WARNING: If you arejust performing a test of your Disaster Recovery Set, the 
test is now complete. W hen the HP Disaster Recovery W izard appears, it is an 



indication that your drive is responding properly to your current Disaster 
Recovery Set. Click Cancel to exit, remove any diskettes and CDs from your 
drive(s) and restart your computer. If you are performing an actual recovery, 
proceed to the next step. 

9. Follow the instructions on the Wizard screens to complete the Disaster 
Recovery. 

When the Disaster Recovery is complete, the HP Disaster Recovery 
Wizard will report that your data was either successfully recovered, in 
which case you may remove any diskettes and CDsfrom yourdrive(s) 
and restart your computer, or a Report button will appear. 

If a Report button does appear on the Wizard screen, click on Report to 
view any files that could not be recovered. For more information on any 
files that could not be recovered, see the foil owing section: "Files Not 
Recovered". 



Files Not Recovered 

HP Disaster Recovery will report any file{s) that could not be recovered, 
along with a brief explanation for the reason the filers) could not be 
recovered in the REPORT.TXT file. 

To view thisfile: 

For Windows 95/98— After recovering the volume<s), you must first exit 
the program by pressing Esc twice, then type edit report . txt . 
After reading the text, press Alt+F, then pressX to exit the editor. 

For Windows NT— When therecovery iscomplete, thefinal Wizard 
screen will display a Report button if there were any files that could not 
be recovered. Click on Report to view thisfile. 
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■ Busy Files— If any files were inaccessible at the time you created your 
Disaster Recovery Set, or at thetime of the recovery process, these 
files will be listed in the Report file as not having been recovered. 

■ Damaged Media— IfthemediacontainingyourDisasterRecoverySet 
is damaged, some of the data on that media may not be recoverable. 
Any files that could not be recovered due to damaged media will be 
listed in the Report file. To recover these files, close all running 
applications and use an older Disaster Recovery Set to perform 
another recovery. 

■ Damaged hard-drive— If the hard-drive you are recovering to is 
damaged, some files may not be recoverable. Any files that could not 
be recovered due to a damaged hard-drive will belisted in the Report 
file. Replace or fix the current hard-drive and perform another 
Disaster Recovery. 

■ Not Enough Disk Space to Restore— In order for HP Disaster 
Recovery to recover all of your information, there must be at least as 
much disk space on the hard-drive to which you are recovering, as 
existed on the hard -drive from which you created your DRSet. If your 
current drive does not contain enough disk space, certain files will be 
listed as not having been recovered. 

To perform a complete recovery: 

Re-partition your hard-drive(s) to accommodate your data and 
perform another Disaster Recovery. 

Or, 

Replace your current hard-drive with a larger hard-drive and perform 
another Disaster Recovery.

Copydisk.exe. Select the Driver Installation Diskette option and 
follow the instructions. 



What Affects System Performance 

How well your computer functions with the CD-Writer Plus drive, 
particularly how fast it writes data to a CD, depends on a number of 
factors. Some of these factors are listed below. 

■ Processor (CPU). The type and speed of your processor greatly affects 
the speed at which your computer transfers data to and from the CD- 
Writer Plus drive. If the processor speed istoo slow, you may have to 
write at lx speed. 

■ RAM . Your computer must have enough memory availableto handle 
its operating system, the CD-Writer Plus drive's applications, and the 
data you are transferring to and from CDs. The system should not 
have to swap data to and from the hard drive. 

■ Your Hard Drive. The speed at which your hard drive accesses and 
transfers data (its access time and transfer rate) affects performance. 
Newer hard drives, those with a storage capacity greater than 528 M B, 
are fast enough to handle the CD-Writer Plus drive's 2x write speed. 

■ Parallel Port Type. The type of parallel port on your computer has a 
major influence in determining the speed at which your CD-Writer 
Plus drive runs. Possible parallel port types are: 

■ Standard parallel port (SPP) which is sometimes called bi- 
directional or compatible

Most PCs shipped si nee January 1995 contain support for the 
required high-speed EPP and ECP modes. Systems shipped before this 
date may only support SPP. 
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SPP mode allows the CD-Writer Plus drive to run at up to a 2x read 
speed and up to a lx write speed if the other minimum system 
requirements are met. 

EPP and ECP modes allow the CD-Writer Plus drive to run at up to a 
6x read speed and a 2x write speed if the other minimum system 
requirements are met. 

TIP: Check your computer's specifications to see which kind of parallel port was 
installed. Sometimes a fast ECP/EPP port will be set up as a slow standard 
mode port at the factory. Check your computer's manual to find out how to reset 
it to thefaster speed. If that doesn't work you can also install a faster parallel 
port. 

■ I/O and IRQ. The IRQ (interrupt request) and I/O (input/output) 
range are the computer resources used by the parallel port. The CD- 
Writer Plus drive requires a parallel port set to: 

IRQ 7 with I/O base address 378, or 

IRQ 5 with I/O base address 278 

Most computers automatically assign these. But, depending on your 
configuration, you may run into conflicts with other devices. For 
example, another device (such as your sound card) may be assigned 
the same settings. If there is a conflict, it must be corrected before 
installing the drive. 

To find out which device is in conflict: 

In W indows 95/98, right-click on the My Computer icon, select 
Properties, select the Device M anager tab, double-click on the 
computer icon to see a list of which device is using each resource 
setting on your computer. 

■ For optimum performance, run SCANDISK.EXE and DEFRAG.EXE 
on your hard drive before using your CD-Writer Plus drive for the first 
time (see your Windows manual for more information). Then run 
them periodically after that. These programs improve access times to 
the hard drive, which will help improve system performance while 
writing to and reading from the CD-Writer Plus drive.
